This is the statement attributed to 


the Rev. Madison Slaughter, pastor of 
the Cavalry Baptist Church, corner o£ 
Twelfth 
and West streets by thirty 


members of the church who have be- 
come disaffected and withdrawn. This 
statement it is alleged i« the outcome 
of bitter strife in the religious organ^ 
izatlon during the last fow -weeks, the 
purpose of which on oil'! .side was to 
get rid of the pastor—on the other side 
was to get rid of a certain element 
characterized as "chronically revolu- 
tionary." 


In fact it is stated that the wrath of 


th« pastor against those certain ones 
of his parishioners who sought to-de- 
pose him was so great that two weeks, 
ago he declared with vehemence that 
those antagonistic to him were a "band 
of suckers." 


Hecriminations and violent language 


have been indulged in to fmch an ex- 
tent that the reference nf one side to 
the other involves such unparlimentary 


j language as "a pack of lias," "a bun- 
| die of falsehoods," 
"fabrications of 


whole cloth." 


Each side to the dispute is earnestly 


intense and will not admit the oppos-

ONE SIDE'S STORY. 


A. C. Ralston, a deacon 
of

church, now withdrawn, in conjunction 
with an attorney-at-law, has prepared

ator of the meeting then present in 
session, ripped the trustees and sub- 
mitted a report in opposition to said 
trustees' report. 
Slaughter then took 


his hat and left the meeting, leaving 
his parishioner* to worry and wrangle 
over a report of a plan.of improve- 
ment In their church edifice and also 
an ' opposing report of. their pastor, 
which resulted in adopting the trus- 
tees' report, and rejecting the Slaugh- 
ter report.

,NOT TO PASTOR'S LIKING. 


Slaughter did not seem to like this . 


for one week later he turned the reg- 
ular 
weekly 
prayer meeting into a 


bedlam by stating that there were 
certain members of the church 
with 


whom he could not and.would not fel- 
lowship and demanded that the offi- 
cers of the church call a council of 
the Baptist State Convention to try 
the charged members. This row re- 
sulted in several members being dis- 
gusted and requesting letters of dis- 
mission. 


STOPS STAMPEDE. 


In order to stop the .stampede for 


requests for letters of diprnission from 
the church some of the more peaceful 
of the members called a special meet- 
ing which commenced at the residence 
of one of the more influential members 
of the church and a peace conference 
was held by ali the officers of the 
church, where exhortations were In- 
dulged In. confessions made, apologies 
offered and progress male generally.
